Th9 public interest (r hmt Rerved. and 
the most effective patent exairiinatton occurB when, at the time an application is being e^^mined, the Office is 
avvdre of snd evaluates the teachings of all rnformatlon material to patentability. Each indMdual associated wth tiie 
filing end proficaution of a patent application he$ a duty of candor dnd onrvl faith In dealing with the Office, which 
Includes d duty to disclose to the Office all Information known to that individual to be material to patentability as 
defined in this section. The duty to disclose Informdtion exists with respect to each pending claim until the claim Is 
conccllcd or withdrawn from consideration, or the application hfirnmps abandoned, information material to the 
patentability of a claim (hat is cancelled or withdrawn from consideration need not be submitted if the iriformatlon is 
not material to the patentability of any claim remaining under consideration in the application, there Is no duty to 
oubmit informistlcn which Ic not material to th© patentability of Any p.^isting claim.
